MORAL INSTRUCTION

Many communities in Maine are look- 
ing ahead to building construction, and have appropriated 
several thousand dollars a year for a few years to help 
finance such construction. This seems to be a-wise proced- 
ure, and Corinth might do likewise. : 


You will note an increase of $4800 recommended for — 
elementary schools for 1948-49 under the 5-room program, _—_. 
and a similar increase under the possible 6-room program. 
The three major reasons for this recommended increase 
follow: 


First; the financial report of this fiscal year shows an 
overdraft of $2,749.70. This means that last year’s appro- 
priation was inadequate to cover the necessary expenses 
of maintaining our schools for a period of thirty-six weeks. 
Overall maintenance costs for next year can not be re- 
duced without greatly lowering our school standards. 


_ Second, our State Equalization receipts for next year 
will be $1,740.00 less than they were this year. . or . 


Third, costs of maintenance have progressively advanced 
since the fiscal year began. 


The budgets listed for your consideration have been care- 
fully studied; and I believe that a reduction of either one 
would exercise a hardship on our educational program. It 
is unfortunate that our Equalization money is low for next 
year; but through considerable care in budgeting and 
finance, and through the benefits of an adequate appropria- 
tion this year, we can look ahead to receiving a sub- 
stantial increase in State subsidy in 1949,

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Corinth: 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report of progress 
of the elementary schools of Corinth. The schools have been 
- maintained a period of thirty-six weeks within the fiscal year 
beginning February 1, 1948, and ending February 4, 1949. 


PERSONNEL 


The staff of teachers for this school year follows: 

Mrs. Sara Chapman—Sub-Primary grade. 

Mrs. Marjorie Page—Grades 1 and 2. 

Mrs. Alice Whitney—Grades 8 and 4. 

Mrs. Helen Wiggin—Grades 5 and 6..: 

Mrs. Neota Mitchell—Grades 6, 7 and 8. 

Mrs. Ada McCard—Sub-Primary and grades 1-5 (West 
Corinth). 


As we observe the intellectual, social, emotional, and phys- 
ical growth of our children in school; we should be aware, at 
the same time, of some of the ways in which our teachers’ 
professional growth is being accomplished. 


Additional Training—Last year all of our teachers took a 
University of Maine Extension Course entitled ‘Recent 
Trends in Elementary Education.” Last summer two teach- 
ers studied for six weeks at Gorham State Teachers’ College; 
and at the present time four of our teachers are taking a 
course in methods of teaching the social studies. This course 
meets one evening a week for fifteen weeks at Higgins Classi- 
eal Institute, and is being conducted by the Department of 
Education Extension Service, University of Maine. 
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Professional Literature—Recent State Department publi- 
cations have been made available for teachers’ use; and other 
professional reading materials are frequently distributed. 


Teachers’ Meetings—A general planning meeting of all 
teachers in the School Union is held at the beginning of each 
school year. Last fall a reading specialist from New York 
State held a discussion meeting with the teachers; and dur- 
ing the month of March an elementary school supervisor 
from the State Department of Education will spend some 
time with the Corinth teachers. Professional gains are al- 
ways derived from our teachers’ attendance at County and 
State Teachers’ Conventions. 


Exchange of Ideas—Perhaps one of the most important 
aspects of our various teachers’ meetings is the exchange of 
ideas. Although a teacher’s methods may be sound, they may 
differ from the methods used by her co-workers; and her 
teaching can be further enriched through borrowing tech- 
niques and ideas from others. Our teachers are constantly 
taking advantage of these opportunities. 


Co-operation With the Home—I am sure that our teachers 
appreciate the values of close co-operation between the home 
and the school. Efficiency in the schoolroom is dependent, to 
a large degree, upon this co-operation. 


Teacher shortages continue to exist in our State. Rapidly 
increasing school population in some areas, migration of 
teachers to other states where better salaries are paid, and 
an inadequate number of graduates from our teacher train- 
ing institutions are some of the major reasons for these 
shortages. The elementary school teacher supply for the 
school year 1949-50 appears to approach the most critical 
stage that we have yet experienced. 


Our Corinth teachers are doing commendable work. They 
are taking advantage of many opportunities to improve 
themselves in their work; and they are attempting to arrange 
the best types of learning experiences for the children in 
their classrooms. 
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THE SCHOOL PROGRAM 


More and more our programs are being designed to fulfill 
the interests and needs of each individual child in the schools. 
Since all children are different in their capacity to learn sub- 
ject matter; different in their ability to get along with peo- 
ple; different in their ability to make adjustments to life situ- 
ations; and different in their natural physical growth—it fol- 
lows that the school program should be planned to recognize 
these differences. Even though a child may have spent the 
same number of years in school as her classmates have spent, 
it is entirely possible that her work in that class may be dif- 
ferent from her classmates’ work, Her work, ag well as the 
work of others in her class, should be geared to conform to 
her particular needs. She may be working arithmetic prob- 
lems with a low bility group in order to develop greater skill 
needed at that level, while at the same time, she may be work- 
ing with a high ability group (perhaps in the following 
grade) in reading, because of her genuine interest and skill 
in this particular area of work. This child may be chosen as 
hostess at a class party because of her potential ability to 
meet people gracefully ; but she may of necessity remain only 
an onlooker when competitive games are played, due to a 
possible physical handicap. If we can faithfully attend to the 
needs and interests of children in school, and promote maxi- 
mum individual growth; we shall have done our best to pre- 
pare those children to meet and cope with their own particu- 
lar life situations. Some of the more recent trends in our 
school programs toward this acomplishment are: 


1. Longer class periods where functional school projects 
can be carried out more successfully. 


2. Grouping in the lower grades according to the abilities 
of the children. 


3. Tendency to bring the subject matter divisions into 
closer relationship with one another. (Relate history, geog- 
raphy, civics.) 
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4. Time allotment for individual creative work, broad 
reading, and research projects. 


Our teachers are aware of the foregoing trends in educa- 
tion, and the present program reflects some changes to con- 
form to those trends 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Included in this town report is a report of the health work 
in our public schools. Miss Patterson’s services are now re- 
placed by those of Miss Hackett. Miss Patterson’s work was 
certainly appreciated; and I am sure that Miss Hackett’s 
services will prove, likewise, very worthwhile. 


MEDICAL IN SPECTION , 


Under the same plan as last year, Dr. cay will conduct 
medical inspections in the schools this year. This service is 
a valuable supplement to our school health program in that 
it serves to call the parents’ attention to the child’s need for 
correction of physical difficulties. 


MORAL INSTRUCTION 


Mr. Taylor’s work in moral instruction in our primary 
and intermediate classrooms has progressed very satisfac- 
torily. Several weeks ago the work was extended to include 
the fifth and sixth grades at Bean’s Mills. These classes are 
conducted one period a week in each classroom. 


SCHOOL BUILDING REPAIRS 


General information on school housing in Corinth, which 
included facts and figures relative to present and future 
school enrollments, were presented in the last annual town 
report. With this background of information two possible 


budgets were recommended—one planned to finance a 6-room 


program ; and the other planned to finance a 5-room program. 
The people voted to operate the full 6-room program; and 


: 
. 
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appropriated the sum of $1,500.00 for school building repairs. 
A high percentage of this amount was earmarked for financ- 
ing the remodeling of a temporary classroom. This tempo- 
rary space for a classroom was found; and in accordance with 
remodeling plans, received approval from the State Depart- 
ment of Education on a temporary basis. However, as a re- 
sult of general public dissatisfaction these plans were aban- 
doned. Later, at a special town meeting, the people of Cor- 
inth voted to move the Robieville School building, and select- 
ed a committee to decide on its location. The people also 
voted to secure a loan to supplement the repair appropriation 
in an amount necessary to complete the financing of the total 
project. ; 


The Robieville building was moved by a Bangor contractor 
and placed on a temporary foundation. In order that the 
building might be placed in the proper location, to allow ad- 
ditional space for playground purposes, some grading was 
done on the school grounds. The building was repaired and 
placed in its original condition. In addition, however, the in- 
terior was repainted; new bulletin boards and book shelves 
were constructed ; and window shades and schoolroom furni- 
ture were purchased. An oil-burning heating unit was in- 
stalled. 


The usual minor repairs were made on the other buildings. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


In spite of the fact that one additional classroom was made 
available for use this school year, there will be insufficient 
space next year in which to operate our nine grades, without 
greatly overcrowding some classrooms. The average number 
of pupils per classroom this year is 38; and next year, under 
the same plan of organization, the average would undoubt- 
edly exceed 40 pupils per classroom. This means that two or 
three classrooms would have at least 45 children enrolled in 
them. For maximum efficiency in any elementary school 
classroom not over 30 children should be enrolled. State and 
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National standards are set from 25 to 30 children per room. 

Enrollments at the present time in our schools are as fol- 
lows: Sub-Primary—34; Grades 1 and 2—40; Grades 3 and 4 
—45; Grades 5 and 6 (Bean’s Mills)——34; Grades 6, 7 and 8 
(Academy room)—36; West Corinth grades, Sub-Primary— 
Grade 5—35. 


As a result of action taken at the last annual town meet- 
ing, the Corinth School District bill has been presented in 
the State legislature. If this bill is enacted it will be referred 
to the people of Corinth for referendum vote at a special 
town meeting. Under the provisions of the bill the town could 
extend its borrowing power to a sufficient amount to con- 
struct a consolidated elementary school. Many towns in the 
State have taken advantage of similar legislation in order 
to consolidate their schools; and by so doing, they have re- 
lieved overcrowded classrooms, and are operating better 
school programs. If proposed State Aid for school building 
construction should meet with approval in the present legis- 
lature, the Town of Corinth might receive a substantial 
amount from State funds to aid in building construction. The 
problem of more adequate school housing in your town is a 
real one, and the proper solution of the problem calls for your 
earnest consideration.

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Please note the following differences between last year’s 
appropriations and this year’s recommendations: 


1. The appropriation of $12,000.00 was used this year to 
Maintain a program similar to one that we can operate next 
year with an appropriation of $9,000.00. This year we re- 
ceived $927.00 of State equalization funds to supplement our 
appropriation; while next year we shall receive $3,996.00 
state equalization money to supplement our appropriation. 
State subsidy on teaching positions will be higher next year 
also, because of an increase in appropriation for the year 
1948-49. We recommend, however, an appropriation of $11,- 
000.00; approximately $2,000.00. of which may be applied 
toward the reduction of the overdrafts incurred previous to 
this fiscal year. 


2. It seems wise to make only very necessary building 
repairs at this time; therefore only $100.00 is recommended. 
A balance of $230.38 is shown in the financial report. 

3. <A previous deficit plus a change in supervision costs 
are the reasons for the difference in these items. 


CONCLUSION 


I appreciate the continued interest in education shown by 
the members of my school committee, the teachers, janitors, 
and bus drivers; and I wish to thank the citizens of Corinth 
for their efforts in supporting our schools.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The following is a report of the principal of East Corinth 
Academy for the school year, 1948-49. 

East Corinth Academy opened September 13th with three 
new teachers; the principal and agriculture teacher remain- 
ing from last year 

The present staff of teachers is as follows: 

Albert L. Skidds, Colby College, University of Maine, prin- 
cipal and teacher of mathematics and physical sciences; 
Lester A. Felt, University of Maine, vocational agriculture; 
Miss Sarah Jane Clark, Farmington State Teachers’ College, 
home economics; Miss Katie Moore, Nyacks Missionary 
Training School, Gordon College, Boston University, social 
studies, French and Latin; and Miss Charlene Lowe, Uni- 
versity of Maine, English and junior business training. 

The Academy opened with an enrollment of 64 students; 
38 boys and 26 girls. One girl entered eleven weeks later. 

The enrollment of the school is as follows:

East Corinth Academy offers four courses, namely: Agri- 
culture, College Preparatory, English and Home Economics. 
All of the above courses are approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Education for a Class A academy. 


Every student is required to take four subjects a year for 
four years and must take four years of English and one of 
American history. Sixteen units of credit are required for 
graduation. 
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Considerable remodeling and repairing had to be done to 
get ready for the introduction of the home ecomnomics 
course. The old agriculture room and the adjoining class- 
room were made into one room by cutting an arch through 
the partition separating the two rooms. The two rooms will 
be described later. __ 

Electricity had to be led from the basement to the switch 
boxes in the hall and from there into the home economics 
kitchen for the stoves. The plumbing had to be extended 
from the ground floor to take care of the kitchen and 
laboratory. 

The old laboratory room was fixed up and made into an 
agriculture classroom. The room is larger than the old agri- 
culture room and is equipped with a sink and gas. 

The partition between the office and library was removed 
and the room made into a combination laboratory-classroom. 
Suitable shelves and drawers were built to store the labora- 
tory equipment. The laboratory is well stocked and permits 
the carrying out of about sixty experiments in physics and 
chemistry. 

All three of the above rooms have been equipped with 
fluorescent lights. 

Book cases with glass doors have been built across the 
front of the main room to hold the library books, of which 
there are more than a thousand volumes. The library table 
and chairs are placed in front of the book shelves for easy 
access to the books. 


Each year a sum of seventy-five dollars is spent for books 
for the library and a like amount for the laboratory. This is 
the amount recommended by the State Department of Educa 
tion. 

Several new sets of textbooks were purchased this year for 
the classes. About half of the textbooks in use now in the 
school have been purchased within the last four years. 

The school is making use of the motion picture equipment 
purchased last year. Pictures are being rented from the 
University of Maine library and used in the classes to sup- 
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plement the textbooks. These are wholly educational pictures 
and cover every subject in the school. Of special interest are 
the pictures in biology which show how the organs of the 
body carry on their work. 


The Academy is a member of the Central Maine League 
which sponsors basketball for girls and boys, baseball, soft- 
ball, spelling, public speaking, and one-act play contests. 


- For the physical training and entertainment the students 
play volleyball and table tennis. In the spring they may also 
play horseshoes and soccer. 


The gymnasium is available to both the academy and 
grammar school students. Roland Page, in addition to his 
janitor’s job, supervises play in the gymnasium during re- 
cesses and noon hours. He also teaches the grammar school 
boys to play basketball. 


REPORT OF TEACHER OF HOME ECONOMICS 


It has been a pleasure as well as an honor to be the first 
teacher of home economics at East Corinth Academy. 


Our department, being one of the newest in the State, is 
equipped with the most modern equipment available. 


Two former classrooms have been remodeled into a home 
economics department. One of the rooms, with the walls 
finished in green, is the foods laboratory. In this room are 
three unit kitchens; two of them complete with a sink, and 
electric stove, a work cabinet, a table and four matching 
chairs, the third unit being complete except for the stove, 
which can be added later when needed. This room also has 
an electric water heater, an electric refrigerator and several 
storage cupboards. 


The other room, with walls finished in peach, is the sewing 
room and family living area. This room contains three sew- 
ing machines (two electric and one treadle), sewing tables, 
a divan, an easy chair, a floor lamp, and end table, a table 
lamp and a filing case. 
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The department is so arranged that it resembles a home as. 
nearly as possible in a school. 


We have over seventy volumes of home economics books 
in the department of the very latest editions. 


There are twenty-two girls taking the course, ten fresh- 
men, eight sophomores, one junior and three seniors. 


The junior-senior course of study this year, is more gen- 
eral and not as advanced as it will be in the future. Their 
course for this year includes foods and nutrition; clothing 
and grooming; management and business of the home; per- 
sonal, social and family relations and child care. , 


The sophomore girls study clothing and grooming, foods 
and nutrition, home nursing and first aid, and child develop- 
ment. 


In the freshman year a course called science of living is 
offered with only a single period non-laboratory class, where- 
as the other years have double classes and laboratory work. 
This course is a general introduction to home economics with 
six or more of the following units offered: Orientation to 
School and Community Life, Personal and Social Living, 
Personal Appearance and Grooming, Applied Science and 
Home Mechanics, Nutrition for Health, Getting Your 
Money’s Worth, Consumer Problems, Child Care and De- 
velopment and Vocational Opportunities for Girls. 


In all vocational subjects students are required to do home 
projects. These are related to their school work and offer the 
girls a good chance to see the direct carry over of home 
economics from the classroom to the home. The sophomores, 
juniors, and seniors are required to do two of these projects 
a year in different phases of home economics. 


The interest shown by the townspeople during the year 
has been greatly appreciated. The use of the room has been 
given to the Parent-Teachers’ Association for the social part 
of their meetings. 
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We have had many visitors and we are always glad to wel- 
come anyone. 


Results of this first year’s work may not be too impressive, 
but as the girls continue in their home economics work 
through the four year course they will receive a foundation 
on which to build a secure and happy home in the future.

REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF VOCATIONAL 
AGRICULTURE 


The enrollment in Vo-Ag classes is steadily increasing. The 
agricultural classes are now held in the room on the first 
floor formerly occupied by the chemistry department. This 
new classroom has several advantages over the old Vo-Ag 
room. However, neither the present classroom nor the farm 
shop building are large enough to adequately serve our larger 
classes. ‘The classroom can efficiently accommodate ten to 
twelve boys. We have an unusually fine line of tools and 
power equipment for the farm shop but the shop floor space 
will handle only a maximum of eight boys. Sixteen freshman 
boys enrolled in the agricultural course this year. 

We need the following items for the classroom before we 
become established on the first floor; curtains for the win- 
dows so that we can use the projector in our visual aids pro- 
gram, an electric clock, a new sink drain system, and more 
storage cabinets. | 

The “Veterans’ On the Farm Training Program” continues 
to be a most active part of our agricultural educational re- 
sponsibilities. We have supplied classroom instruction plus 
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supervised farm training to an average of over seventy veter- 
ans on farms this past year. This is the largest educational 
unit of its kind ever to be organized in this area. Our class 
of veterans, served by seven instructors and a secretary, is 
one of the largest, if not the largest, in the state at the 
present time. Classroom instruction plus carefully supervised 
instruction on the farm should be one of the soundest, most 
practical, and most valuable forms of education in existence. 

Naturally, this being an entirely new program, we have 
made mistakes. We have perhaps, been too lenient in accept- 
ing applications. we have had to employ too many part-time 
instructors as full time qualified men have not been available, 
classes have been too large for individual instruction, and 
shop facilities have been limited. Nevertheless, a large per- 
centage of the trainees have shown real progress. It is in- 
teresting to note that veterans who had a course of vocation- 
al agriculture in high school easily adjust themselves to this 
new program and to modern methods of farming. I feel cer- 
tain that these young men, getting started right in this busi- 
ness of farming will develop into fine citizens and solid tax- 
payers. What greater assets can a community have? 

The F. F. A. organization is enjoying a lull in activity, at 
present, but should pick up as soon as the basketball season 
is over. We closed out our co-operative registered Hampshire 
sheep project as very few of the boys evidenced any interest. 
The Hamps, thirteen in number, were transferred to the F. 
F. A. Chapter at Lee Academy. The boys are talking strong- 
ly in favor of a chapter pig project for the near future. 

I have enjoyed working for the interest of agriculture in 
the community and again wish to thank all who have made 
my work pleasant and interesting.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR CORINTH 
January | to December 31, 1943 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Public health can be defined as the summation of the 
health of each individual in a community. The community 
which has a good public health program has a great economic 
asset because the citizens are well and are more able to take 
responsibility in the affairs of the community. 


In our civilization, with increasingly rapid travel, the in- 
dividual’s health is not only his own problem but the concern 
of the community. He is not considered as being independent 
of his fellow citizens when this independency pertains to 
health anymore than when it pertains to traffic laws. 


Realizing that the prenatal, postnatal, infant, and pre- 
school periods in life are the most beneficial to the child, more 
emphasis has been placed on these periods by your public 
health nurse. 


Parents of infants and pre-school children were given the 
opportunity of medical supervision at three Child Health 
Conferences sponsored by the Health Council and the State 
Department of Health and Welfare. There were 39 children 
who received physical examinations, 11 were immunized 
against diphtheria, 12 were vaccinated against smallpox, 6 
received tetanus immunizations and 7 received whooping 
cough vaccine. 


Your nurse has continued the advisory service in the school 
health program. Home visits have been made to the parents 
of those children referred by the school personnel because of 
certain problems. In April and May diphtheria toxoid and 
smallpox vaccinations were given in the schools to those chil- 
dren whose parents requested this service. There were 73 
children vaccinated against smallpox and 73 who received 
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diphtheria toxoid. In October audiometer tests were given 
in the grade schools and in the Academy. Follow up work 
was done on the few defects found. 


As in the past, home visits have been made in the interest 
of tuberculosis control, in order that the patients and con- 
tacts be kept under treatment and the spread of the disease 
be controlled. 


The services of the Crippled Children’s, Cardiac and Pedia- 
tric Clinics sponsored by the State Department of Health and 
Welfare, have been made available to those children referred 
by their family physician. 


Although the Health Council have not had regular meet- 
ings this past year, members were active on committees at 
the Child Health Conferences and School Immunization Clin- 
ics. It is most helpful to the nurse to have a Health Council 
to assist her in the health program. 

My thanks to all those who have assisted in the health 
service during this past year.

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COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts — Town of Corinth 


February 12, 1947, to February 7, 1948 


Cash 


A detailed examination of the accounts of the treasurer 
indicated that all recorded cash receipts had been deposited 
promptly in the bank. 

The cash balance of $1,683.56, as reflected by the records of 
the treasurer at the year end, was verified by reconciliation 
of the statement furnished by the depository bank. 


Accounts Receivable 


This account is comprised of amounts due from the State 
and other municipalities for pauper supplies and an item due 
for assistance furnished an individual in a prior year. The 
amounts due from other municipalities have been outstand- 
ing for a considerable length of time. 


Taxes Receivable 


An examination of the records of the tax collector indi- 
cated the warrant of commitment of 1947 taxes to be in 
agreement with the records of the assessors. 

Cash collections and abatements accounted for 85.2% of 
the current tax assessment. . | 

Collections, abatements, and transfers to tax liens account- 
ed for 80.1% of unpaid prior years’ taxes. 


Tax Liens 


The total liens unpaid at the year end amounted to $1,- 
389.19. Cash collections for the year totaled $1,323.34, and 
one lien for $2.88 was cancelled by the assessors. The tax 
liens on file were reconciled with the control account. 
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Tax Deeds 


Collections amounting to $165.99 and adjustments amount- 
ing to $11.66 reduced the outstanding tax deeds to $376.10 
at the close of the year. 


Due Governmental Agencies 


This account is comprised of deductions for withholding 
taxes and teachers’ pensions due governmental agencies at 
the year end. 


Notes Payable 


The notes held by the ministerial and school fund repre- 
sent loans to the town from that fund in 1869 which remain 
unpaid. 


Surplus 


At the year end,.the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$2,242.36, which reflects an increase of $991.83 over the 
amount shown at the close of the previous year. 


Trust Funds 


The securities and savings books representing the invest- 
ment of the cemetery perpetual care funds were examined 
at the depository. These funds are administered by the 
Corinthian Cemetery trustees. The records of the treasurer 
elected by the trustees were examined and his cash account 
was reconciled. 

Shortly after the close of the books, a Town of Corinth 
check in the amount of $5,000.00 was used to purchase a gov- 
ernment bond. 


F. O. Brown Fund Income 


The income received from the trustees of the F. O. Brown 
Fund for worthy poor is on deposit in a special checking ac- 
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count handled by the selectmen. The operations in this ac- 
count were examined and the cash was reconciled. 


General 


An examination of the paid bills indicated that, with few 
exceptions, all were on file. 


A net overdraft in the amount of $897.04 has been charged 
to the surplus account. The attorney general has rendered 
an opinion on this point and it is included for the benefit of 
the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the meeting providing for 
the expenditure of money. The officers should not spend 
more than the taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, 
unless the statute expressly authorizes an expenditure 
in excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies 
for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of 
emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


The excise tax receipts issued were added and the total 
collected was found to be in agreement with the amounts de- 
posited with the treasurer. A portion of this revenue was 
credited to the miscellaneous and town officers’ accounts and 
the balance of $949.85 was transferred to unappropriated 
surplus. 


The pay rolls of the school department did not indicate the 
approval of a majority of the school board as required by 
Chapter 37, Section 78, of the Revised Statutes of 1944, 
which reads, in part, | 


“Bills shall not be allowed for payment by the munici- 
pal officers of the towns unless they shall have been ap- 
proved by a majority of the members of the superin- 
tending school committee.”’ 
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Recommendation 


It is reeommended that receipts on accounts of dog licenses 
be kept separate from the town accounts. The town clerk 
acts as an agent of the State in collecting dog license fees 
and, as such, these receipts should not be made a part of the 
cash receipts or disbursements of the town.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Corinth: 


I present herewith my third:annual report of the con- 
dition and progress of the elementary schools of Corinth. 
The schools have been maintained a period of thirty-six 
weeks within the fiscal year beginning February 4, 1949, 
and ending February 3, 1950. 


PERSONNEL 


The 1949-50 teaching staff follows: 
Mrs. Dorothy Marsh—Grade One 
Mrs. Marjorie Page—Grades Two and Three 
Mrs. Alice Whitney—Grades Three and Four 
Mrs. Helen Wiggin—Grades Five and Six 
Mrs.. Neota Mitchell—Grades Seven and Hight 


Mrs. Ada McCard—Grades One and Three to Six (West 


Corinth) 


With one exception, our teaching eee in Corinth 
remains the same as last school year. Mrs. Marsh, who has 
taught successfully in Atkinson and in Glenburn, is serv- 
ing as teacher of Grade One. All of our teachers continue 
to serve in their respective positions in a very satisfactory 
manner. They are continually aware of the needs of the 
boys and girls under their leadership; and earnestly aim to 
fulfill those needs. During the past years they have gained 
a working knowledge of some of the newer and better 
methods in education, and have made successful applica- 


tion of those methods in their classrooms. Most of our : 


teachers took an Extension course last year concerned with 
the methods of teaching the social studies; and two teachers 
are at present taking a course in the field of the Language 
Arts. 


AT 


THE SCHOOL PROGRAM 


In planning a well-balanced school program we should 
plan a sound basic program of skills for all children in such 
areas as arithmetic, reading, and other language activities. 
In an attempt to better establish this basic program the 
State Department of Education is presenting a new and 
flexible guide for teachers to follow. Guides for the teach- 
ing of basic skills in arithmetic and reading through 
grades one to eight are in the teachers’ possession; and 
other guides will follow as soon as they are developed. The 
guides suggest basic content materials for children of 
normal abilities to follow in their study of the ‘various 
school subjects. Children of above-normal abilities will go 
beyond the content suggested; while children of below- 
normal capacity to learn the basic skills may not acquire 
all the skills suggested for a particular grade. In shaping 


any elementary school program we believe that the most 


important consideration is the growth and development of 
each individual child in terms of his needs and abilities. 


Therefore, some children in a particular grade will natural-_ 


ly progress more rapidly than others in some phases of 
the school program. 


Through the benefits of meetings with teachers, visits 
from State Department Supervisors, and through attend- 
ance of the University of Maine Extension classes, we are 
improving the school program. Some of the qualities that 
are so necessary for successful community living are being 
developed by our children through a variety of learning 
experiences in their classrooms. Such qualities are de- 
veloped in part as a result of independent thinking, co- 


operative group planning, and creativity on the part of 
the children under the careful guidance of the teacher. 
Many learning outcomes produce a feeling of security and 
satisfaction from work accomplished. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Please note the report of the health work in our schools 
in another section of the town report. Miss Helen Hackett 
is now serving as our Community Public Health Nurse. 
Her report shows items of progress in the health program. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


An appropriation was made last year to continue the 
medical inspection work in our schools. This service will 
undoubtedly be conducted under a similar plan as last 
year. This part of the health program is very important 
in that it aims to call parents’ attention to the need for 
correction of physical difficulties. 


MORAL INSTRUCTION 


The lessons in Moral Instruction conducted in our schools 


by Mr. Taylor are well accepted; and I am sure we ap- 
preciate Mr. Taylor’s earnest efforts in making the lessons 
effective in the lives of the children. 


ADJUSTMENT IN SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


In order that we avoid excessive overcrowding in the 
classrooms this school year the School Committee voted to 
eliminate the Sub-Primary grade from the school program. 
This meant that all children who entered school for the 
first time must have become six years of age on or before 
December 31, 1949. This elimination of 5-year olds pro- 
vided at least temporary relief for the crowded classrooms. 
The present enrollment follows: 


Grade One | 33 pupils 


Grades Two and Three (Mrs. Page’s room) 35 pupils 
Grades Three and Four (Mrs. Whitney’s 
room) 38 pupils

In contrast to four children entering Grade One this 
school year, next year the number entering Grade One will 
undoubtedly exceed twenty. This means that our schools 
will again become more crowded, and divisions of grades 
will have to be made so that teaching loads will be more 
evenly distributed. Next year the rooms will be filled with 
children, all of whom will be of compulsory school age; 
and none of these children can be eliminated from the 
school program. As I have indicated in a previous report, 
the elimination of the Sub-Primary grade. provides little 
more than temporary relief from crowded classrooms. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


Looking ahead to the alleviation of crowded classrooms, 
as well as provision for much more servicable school plant 
facilities for the children of the town, a move was made 
last year toward the construction of a consolidated school 
by seeking School District legislation. The enabling School 
District legislation was rejected by the townspeople; there- 
by leaving school housing conditions unchanged. 


I believe that we can not indefinitely accept the fact 
that our present school buildings will continue to serve 
as adequate housing for our children, as they have served 
in the past. Our children need the advantages of more 
classroom space; as well as proper heating, lighting, and 
plumbing facilities. Since these facilities have not been 
provided through the construction of a school this year, it 
might be possible that they be provided at a later time. 
Some of our neighboring towns have appropriated sums of 
money each year for a few years in order that they may 
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enjoy the advantages of a consolidated school in the near 
future. Such a move might well begin in Corinth. Your 
support of an appropriation to be placed in a school build- 
ing sinking fund should serve as a progressive step toward 
consolidation and much improved school facilities for your 
children in future years. 


SCHOOL BUILDING REPAIRS 


Only very necessary repairs were made on the school 
buildings this year; and a small appropriation was avail- 
able. Due to the fact that the School District legislation 
was rejected, thereby eliminating the possiblity of a new 
building in the near future; it appears that a much larger 
expenditure should be made for repairs next year. Repair 
projects that should be undertaken follow: 


1. Repairing the foundation under one classroom floor - 
of the Village school. 


2. Improvement of toilet facilities at the Village school. 


3. Grading and extension of the playground at the 
Village school. | 


4, Redecorating one or more classrooms. 
5. Possible outside painting of one school. 


6. Purchase of some new seats for additional children in 
school. 


7. Other minor repairs.

Explanations of outstanding differences between last. 


year’s appropriations and this. year’s recommendations 
follow: | 

From the 1949 appropriation of $11,000 for Elementary 
School Maintenance, $2,000 was earmarked for the reduc- 
tion of the outstanding overdraft; leaving $9,000, supple- 
mented by state subsidies, for maintaining the schools. 
The sum of $8,000 is recommended for this year’s appropri- 
ation. This 1950 recommended appropriation is less than 
last year because an. increase in state equalization money 
is forthcoming. However, the risk of losing equalization 


money entirely in 1951 would be taken if an amount less — 


than $8,000 should be appropriated this year. In December, 
1948 the town received in the form of state equalization 
subsidy the sum of $927.00; in 1949 (this year) the sum of 
$3,996 was received; and, next year the town will receive 
at least $5,824; but probably more than this amount. 

It seems necessary that at least $800 be appropriated 
for repairs in order that some of the projects outlined 
in this report can be undertaken. To this amount will be 
added a balance of $138.83 unexpended this year. 


CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
to the members of the School Committee, the teachers, 
parents, and all other citizens of Corinth for their con- 
tinued interest 1 in. supporting our schools.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The following is a report of the principal of East Corinth 
Academy for the school year, 1949-50. 


East Corinth Academy opened September 12 instead of 
September 6 as was planned. The opening of School was. 
delayed on account of polio. By having only one week: of 
vacation at Christmas the Academy is now back on the 
schedule which calls for a school year consisting of a fall 
term of fifteen weeks followed by three seven-week periods. 
This schedule agrees with that of most schedules of the 
state, and since it agrees with the schedule of the other 
schools in East Corinth it is more convenient to the people, 
as well as more economical in heating the building. 


The present staff of teachers is as follows: Vernon L. 
Bolster, Colby College; principal and teacher of mathe- 
matics and physical sciences; Mrs. Edith H. Bolster, Colby | 
College, English, French, and Latin; Miss Sarah Jane 
Clark, Farmington State Teachers’ College, home eco- 
nomics, girls’ physical education; Lester A. Felt, Uni- 
versity of Maine, vocational agriculture; and George E. 
Ulman, Springfield College, social studies, boys’ physical 
education. 


The Academy opened with an enrollment of 64 students, 
31 boys and 33 girls. Later, 2 boys and 8 girls entered, 
while one boy left and one girl transferred.

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East Corinth Academy offers four courses, namely: 
Agriculture, College Preparatory, English, and Home Eco- 
nomics. All of the above courses are approved by the State 
Department of Education for a Class A Academy. 


Sixteen units of credit are required for graduation. Four 
years of English and one of American history are required 
of all students. Four subjects a year for four years should 
take care of graduation and eligibility requirements. Ex- 
ceptional students may carry five subjects. 


The laboratory is equipped with bottled gas and suf- 
ficient apparatus for about sixty experiments in physics 
and chemistry. 


The main room has a library table and chairs near 
the book shelves where there are more than a thousand 
volumes. . 


Each year a sum of seventy-five dollars.is spent for books 
for the library and a like amount for the laboratory. This 
amount is recommended by the State Department of Edu- 
cation. 3 


Three new sets of literature books were purchased this 
year for the English classes. More than half of the text- 
books in use are less than five years old. 


Plans are now made to use educational pictures to supple- 
ment the textbooks. The motion picture equipment pur- 
chased two years ago is in good condition. Films are avail- 
able from the University of Maine.at about the same cost 
as last year, although the former club plan has been 
abandoned. In addition to motion pictures, stress is being 
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placed on other audio-visual materials such as models, 
demonstrations, apparatus, blackboard drawings, and field 
trips. 


The Academy is a member of the Central Maine League 
which sponsors basketball for the girls and boys, baseball, 
softball, spelling, public speaking, and one-act play con- 
tests. In addition to these activities the Academy has a 
senior play, junior play, junior prize speaking, and the 
Worthen Speaking Contest. 


The gymnasium is available to both the Academy and 
grammar school students. Mr. Page, in addition to his 
janitor’s job, helps supervise play in the gymnasium dur- 
ing recesses and noon hours. He also coaches the grammar 
school boys in athletics. Mr. Ulman, Miss Clark, and Mrs. 
Bolster supervise the gymnasium at other times according 
to a schedule so that a supervisor is always present. The 
gymnasium floor was cleaned, new lines painted, and the 
floor varnished last fall. A special effort has been made to 
keep it in good condition and still get the maximum use out 
of it. Some of the money appropriated for athletics was 
used to buy new uniforms for the basketball teams, and the 
remainder is to help buy equipment. 


REPORT OF TEACHER OF VOCATIONAL 
AGRICULTURE 


This is my tenth year as your instructor of Agriculture 
-at East Corinth Academy. During this brief period of time 
tremendous changes have taken place in the field of agri-_ 
culture. 


We have seen the passing of the practice of “‘flushing”’ 
chicks for the dreaded disease, Coccidiosis. In its place we 
have the very effective sulfonamides; including sulfamera- 
zine, sulfamethazine, and sulfaquinoxaline. Still newer 
drugs such as Megasul will undoubtedly replace the sul-. 
phurs in a few months. This period also marks the advent 
of high energy-low fibre poultry feeds as patented after the 
famous Connecticut broiler ration. Poultry geneticists 
have introduced Hybrid chickens while such new breeds 
as Indian Rivers and Eurekas are rapidly coming to the 
front in the production of poultry meat. Vitamin B12 and 
the much publicized Animal Protein Factor have come into 
the animal nutrition picture. The poultry industry has gone 
all out for labor saving devices. Now, it is possible for a 
broiler raiser using automatic feeders, automatic waterers, 
- and an automatic heating system to turn out, single-handed, 
45 to 50 thousand meat birds in a year. Instead of capon- 
izing cockerels surgically, we now have a synthetic femi- 
nizing hormone, Stilbestrol, which accomplishes the same 
result when implanted beneath the skin. Newcastle and 
Bronchitis have come to live with us during the past few 
years. Immunization programs are already well organized 
and functioning. 


In the dairy industry we find an increase in the practice 
of pen-stabling. We find new systems of haying involving 
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such equipment as field balers, field choppers, and mow 
driers. 


Artificial insemination has become eee aa and ac- 
cepted method of breeding dairy cattle. Mastitis is now 
effectively treated with such new drugs as Penicillin, Strep- 
tomycin, and Aureomycin. The facilities of our State Agri- 
cultural College at Orono have greatly improved to cope 
with the increasing problems of modern agriculture. 


Just aS many changes have taken place in the field of 
Horticulture and Agronomy. D.D.T. has earned. the repu- 
tation of being a very efficient insecticide. 2-4-D has set 
the pace in the eradication of wide-leafed weeds. Home 
freezers and frozen fruit juices have, but recently, become 
prominent items. I have barely scratched the surface in 
showing improvements that agricultural leaders have de- 
veloped during the past ten years. Part of the romance of 
teaching agriculture involves selling this new information 
- and up-to-date methods to farmers and their families in 
time to help them increase their production and reach a 
higher degree of efficiency. 


We have also witnessed support prices and acreage 
allotments as part of the scheme in coritrolling surplus’ 
agricultural commodities. Thinking seriously along these 
lines—here are some basic essentials 7f America is to be 
preserved a nation of free men: 


You cannot bring about prosperity by discouraging thrift. 


You cannot str engthen the weak by weakening the strong. 


You cannot lift the wage. earner up by alias the eee 
_ payer down. 


— You cannot keep out of trouble by spending more the 


~ your income. 


You cannot establish sound seer ane on borrowed 1 money. 
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You cannot build character and courage by taking away 
a man’s initiative and independence. 


And you cannot help men permanently by doing for them 
what they can and should do for themselves. 


Thirty boys enrolled in the Agricultural course this year, 
including one ex-service man. These boys are nearly 100% 
farm boys and represent the best in American farm youth. 
The course of study for class-room instruction and farm 
mechanics remains essentially the same as in previous 
years. Five days of F.F.A. Appreciation were included in 
Agriculture I for the first time this year. Our F.F.A. pro- 
gram, though somewhat weak, is functioning with a pro- 
gram of work under way. 


For the second year our department was recognized as a 
teacher-training center. Two senior boys in the College of 
Agriculture at the University of Maine, -worked with the 
boys for five weeks. 


Every department has its wants and needs. We would 
like to have dark curtains for our classroom which would 
enable us to show films as part of our visual aids program. 
We need a heating system for the farm shop very badly. 
We would also like some arrangement to gain more seating 
capacity in the Agricultural room. The room will accom- 
modate 16 boys at present. We maintain an active mem- 
bership of 40 boys in our F.F.A. organization. It is rather 
difficult to have an efficient meeting under such crowded 
conditions. : 


The Vo-Ag. Department is sponsoring the “Institutional 
on Farm Training Program” again this year. We have had 
an average enrollment of nearly 75 trainees. This is one 
of the largest if not the largest in the state, at present. Your 
local teacher of agriculture supervises the program and the 
following men serve as instructors: Eugene Coffin, Herman 
Lamoreau, John Gee, Frank True, Everett Higgins, Ralph 
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McKusick, and Ross Elliott. We operate the classes in five 
units this year; two classes at Bradford and three classes 
at East Corinth, including a class in Farm Mechanics at 
Higgins Garage. 


As we look ahead to another year, I still think the Ameri- 
can farmer is ina very favorable position. I’m equally con- 
vinced that a course in Vocational Agriculture is the logical 
and ideal way of preparing young men for the vocation of 
farming.

HOME ECONOMICS 


Thirty-two girls of the thirty-five in school are enrolled 
as students in home economics; three seniors, seven juniors, 
ten sophomores, and twelve freshmen. 


The junior-senior group is studying this year: Advanced 
Foods and Nutrition, Home Improvement, Vocational Op- 
portunities, and Advanced Clothing. 


The sophomore course of study includes: Clothing and 
Grooming, Home Nursing and First Aid, and Foods and 
Nutrition. 


The Science of Living course offered to freshmen as an 
introduction to home economics includes six of the follow- 
ing units: Orientation to School and Community Life, Per- 
sonal Appearance and Grooming, Child Care and Develop- 
ment, Personal and Social Living, Nutrition for Health, 
Getting Your Money’s Worth, Consumer Problems, Applied 
Science and Home Mechanics, and Vocational Opportunities 
for Girls. 


The home economics rooms have been improved a great 
deal by the addition of full length drapes at the windows 
of the sewing room. A few new books and dishes have also 
been added. | 


The two home projects required of sophomores, juniors, 
and seniors are being done by the girls with a good deal of 
enthusiasm. 


The classes have been on several field trips which are of 
educational value to the girls. Some of these trips include: 
the cooking school and food exhibits at Bangor, visiting the 
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local stores to become acquainted with food prices, visiting 
a newly built. home to study interior decorating problems. 
We also hope to attend the Better Homes Show in Bangor in 
the spring as well as making other trips of interest. 

The increase in the enrollment shows an interest in home 
economics which is very gratifying. We are always glad to 
welcome parents and other interested people to our home 
economics department.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR CORINTH 
January 1 to December 31, 1949 


DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


Life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness are the rights 
of all men and included in these is health. Good health in 
all its citizens is an asset to any town. Your public health 
nurse strives throughout the year to teach and to help your 
townspeople obtain good health. 


During the past year your public health nurse has con- 
tinued to carry out a public health program. Because the 
early years of life are so important in the child’s develop- 
ment, emphasis has been placed on the visits to the infant 
and the expectant mother. Preschool and schvol children 
have been visited whenever health problems have existed. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held during the 
summer months. At the three clinics a total of 89 children 
were present. Each child received a complete physical ex- 
amination by the attending physician. There were 28 chil- 
dren immunized against diphtheria, 19 were immunized 
against whooping cough, 27 were inoculated against 
tetanus and 15 were vaccinated against smallpox. 


Visits have been made to the schools and consultations 
held with the teachers regarding health problems. During 
December smallpox vaccination and inoculation against 
tetanus and diphtheria were offered to the school children. 
Second inoculations will be given in January. 


Crippled Children’s, Pediatric and Cardiac Clinics spon- 
sored by the Department of Health and Welfare are held 
at the Eastern Maine General Hospital in Bangor. Regional 
X-ray clinics are also held and during the past year three 
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persons from Corinth were X-rayed. Referral to these 
clinics is made by the family physician through the public 
health nurse. 


Home visits have been made to handicapped children in 
the community and communicable disease control has been 
carried out. Skin testing of tuberculosis contacts has been 
done whenever the physician requested. 


The interest and cooperation of the community is essen- 
tial to make a- public health program effective. Although 
the health council in Corinth has not had a meeting dur- 
ing the past year some of its members have assisted in the 
various health activities to help make them successful. 


I wish to take this time to extend my appreciation to all 
those who have helped with the health work during the 
past year.

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SUMMARY OF FOREST FIRE PREVENTION 
& CONTROL LAWS PASSED IN 1949 


Several requests have come to this department for a brief 
explanation in every day language of the new forest fire 
set-up between the state and towns. 


It should be understood that the following are broad 
interpretations which in many instances will not apply to 
the borderline or special case. A copy of the laws may be 
obtained from the Forestry Department, State House, Au- 
gusta, or from your nearest state warden. 


Forest Fire Prevention and Control in Organized Towns. 
The purpose of the laws which became effective on August 
6, 1949 was to place forest fire control under the Forestry 
Department for the entire state. It provides an unbroken 
chain of command from the town forest fire warden to the 
forest commissioner. A maximum amount of responsibility 
and authority remains with each local community but state 
authority is provided whenever the town system breaks 
down. 


The organized town area has been divided into seven fire 
control districts with a state district warden in charge of 
each, employed on a year round basis. These men are re- 
sponsible to the forest commissioner. 


Each state district warden administers the fire protection 
organization and is responsible for the forest fire preven- 
tion-education program in his district. He prepares and 
revises annually a forest fire plan for his district. 


The seven districts are subdivided into twenty-four sub- 
districts with a seasonal state forest fire warden in charge 
of each. These seasonal wardens are responsible to their 
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state district forest fire wardens and assist him in carrying 
out the job of fire prevention and control. 


Lookout towermen are directly responsible to the state 
wardens in charge of the district where the tower is located. 
They report fires in their range of vision and are respon- 
sible for the maintenance of their facilities. | 


The town forest fire warden is appointed by the forest 
commissioner with the approval of the local town officials 
for a three year term. He may be any citizen of the town 
and is often the fire chief as well as town forest fire warden. 
He is responsible for taking immediate charge to control 
and extinguish forest fires within his town. “Che manage- 
ment of town forest fires shall be the responsibility of the 
town forest fire warden until in the judgment of a state 
forest fire warden the situation makes it advisable for him 
to take over.” Final authority and responsibility on forest 
fires shall be that of the state forest fire warden. This makes 
it necessary that the state warden be advised by the town » 
forest fire warden of each fire in his town as soon as it is 
discovered. This is an important link in the chain of com- 
mand from the town forest fire warden to the state warden. 
If the state warden at the scene of the fire is unable to han- 
dle the situation, he requests further aid from his immedi- 
ate superior. 


The Forestry Department shall be the coordinating 
agency whenever or wherever a major forest fire occurs or 
threatens. 


Aid to Towns. Towns, cities, or plantations must pay 

the costs of controlling and extinguishing forest fires up to 
an amount equal to 2% of the town tax valuation. The state 
will reimburse the town for 1% these costs. All forest fire 
suppression costs above this amount shall be paid by the 
state. Requests for 14 state reimbursement must be pre- 
sented to the forest commissioner within 60 days after total 
extinguishment of the fire or become void. 
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Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for slash 
or brush disposal rests entirely on whoever ‘cuts, causes or 
permits to cut” forest growth. Such slash or brush must be 
moved back 50 feet from the shoulder or pavement of any 
public highway or road and 25 feet from utility right of 
ways. On complaint, if a real fire hazard exists, slash and 
brush must be removed 25 feet from forest growth of an 
adjoining landowner and 100 feet from dwellings. 


All slash and brush shall be removed the required dis- 
tance within 30 days after cutting, or 30 days after being 
notified to remove it. A violator of this section is liable to 
a fine of $100 or 30 days imprisonment, or both. He is liable 
to the same fine and imprisonment every 30 days following 
his violation until the slash and brush is cleared back the 
_ required distance. 


Another section of the same act requires that slash and 
brush resulting from the construction and maintenance of 
highways and utility right of ways shall be removed from 
these areas by burning or hauling away. Burning must 
comply with that section of the law covering burning  per- 
mits which follows: 


Burning Permits. It is unlawful for any person to kindle 
a fire for purposes of clearing land or burning logs or 
stumps, roots, brush, slash, fields of dry grass, pasture, and 
blueberry land except when the ground is covered with 
snow, without first obtaining a written permit. Permits are 
issued by the town forest fire wardens. A permit is neces- 
sary for any person to burn, even on his own land. A burn- 
_ing permit does not relieve the person of legal responsibility 
if the fire is allowed to escape or cause damage to property 
of another. 


Town or Private Dumps. Any dump established and 
maintained for disposal of rubbish or debris of any nature 
which might help start or spread a forest fire shall observe 
the following prevention measures: A cleared strip 10 feet 
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wide to mineral soil on all sides of the dump; a 100 foot 
strip outside this mineral soil area where inflammable mate- 
rial such as grass, weeds, brush and slash must be removed. 
Dead trees and limbs of evergreen trees up to a height of 
10 feet from the ground shall also be removed from this 100 
foot strip. Dumps with a large, constant, supply of water 
nearby may be exempted from these provisions by the town 
and state forest fire wardens if they believe the water sup- 
ply is sufficint for protection purposes. 


Portable Sawmills. A sawmill which uses wood products . 
in log or bolt form and has been on its present location less 
than one year is a portable sawmill. This mill must pay a 
$25.00 license fee before it starts operations. The license 
expires one year from date of issue and the mill may be 
moved any number of times within the year without addi- | 
tional cost. However, applications for changes of location. 
must be made to the forest commissioner. If still on the 
same site one. year after the license was issued, a new 
license is not necessary until the mill moves. Mills must 
comply with the slash law and comply with the following 
fire prevention measures: Slash shall be removed a dis- | 
tance of 50 feet in all directions from the mill, sawdust pile, 
and incinerator ; dead trees and branches of evergreen trees 
up to 10 feet in height must be removed from this area; the 
sawdust pile area must be clear of all trees and not less 
than 25 feet from an incinerator; the sawdust pile shall be 
reasonably free of slabs and edgings; a forest fire tool cache 
shall be maintained in good condition within 50 feet of the 
mill. 


Yearly Timber Cut Report. All owners or operators of 
sawmills using wood products in log or bolt form, whether 
stationary or portable, shall render an annual report to the 
forest commissioner during the month of January of each 
year of the amount of softwoods and hardwoods sawed 
within the state during the preceding calendar year.

ASSETS 


The cash balance of $4,214.90, as reflected by the records 
of the Treasurer at the year end, was verified by reconcilia- 
tion of the statement furnished by the depository bank. 


A detailed examination of the accounts of the Treasurer 
indicated that all cash recorded as received had been de- 
posited in the bank. 


Accounts receivable included amounts due from the State 
and other Towns for poor and highway accounts. There 
was also an account due from the Tax Collector for an over- 
_ charge on tax lien costs. 


Collections, abatements and transfers to tax liens ac- 
counted for 99.7% of current tax assessment. 


Collections, abatements and transfers to tax liens ac- 
counted for 82.9% of prior year’s unpaid taxes. 


The tax liens on file were examined and reconciled with 
the control accounts. Payments received during the year 
were traced to the credit of the respective accounts. 


LIABILITIES 


A note of $2,000.00 authorized at a special town meeting, 
the proceeds to be used for moving a school building will 
mature in 1949. 


Loans to the Town from the ministerial and school fund 
in 1869 still remain a liability of the general fund. 


Accounts due other agencies are represented by. with- 
holding taxes and deductions for employees’ retirement 
system. 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Unexpended balances carried forward to the ensuing © 
year are represented by the reserve for authorized expendi- 
tures. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $1,980.30 at the 
year end which reflects a decrease of $262.06 from the 
amount shown at the ciose of the previous year. This 
change was due principally to the difierence between the 
loan for school repairs and the net gain irom operations. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the current year’s revenue and expendi- 
tures reflect a net gain from operations of $1,770.84. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The bank savings books and securities representing the 
investment of the Cemetery Perpetual Care Funds were 
examined at the depository. These funds are administered 
by the trustees of the Corinthian Cemetery who elect the 
Treasurer of the Fund. The Treasurer’s cash account was 
reconciled. | 


The income from the Trustee of the F. O. Brown Fund 
for worthy poor is on deposit in a special checking account 
handled by the Selectmen. The operations of this account 
were examined and the cash reconciled. 


GENERAL 


A test check was made of the pay rolls, invoices and can- 
celled checks. All so examined appeared to be reasonable 
and proper charges. | : 


The excise tax collections deposited with the Treasurer 
were verified by examination of the copies of the receipts 
which are retained by the Collector. It appeared from this 
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examination that the Collector, Mr. Duran, had deposited 
$16.50 more than had been collected. 


Not all of the pay rolls of the school department had been 
approved by a majority of the School Board as required by 
Chapter 37, Section 78 of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 


Corporate surety bonds in the amount of $6,000.00 were 
furnished by the Treasurer and Collector.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Corinth: 


I wish to present the annual report of the condition and 
progress of the Elementary Schools of Corinth. The schools 
have been maintained a period of 36 weeks within the 
municipal year beginning Feb. 3, 1950 and ending Feb. 9, 
1951. | 


The teaching staff for the year 1950-51 remained the same 
as the preceding year.. Corinth is very fortunate to have the 


high type and quality individuals who are comprising its 
- teaching staff. I would remind the citizens of the elementary 
teacher shortage which exists at the present time. It ap- 


pears that this shortage will continue to exist and will even 
be more acute. 


It was necessary to change the grade assignments due 
to the crowded conditions of the schools. The teachers, 
grades taught, and enrollment is presented in the following 
table as of Jan. 1, 1951. One column presents prospective 
room enrollments for the school year 1951-52.

From the above table, note the pupil load on your teach- 
ers. Twenty-five pupils per teacher is considered to be a 
normal and desirable teacher load. We are above that in all 
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cases and excessively so in some. The average pupil load per 
teacher is 38.8. Nowhere in our system do we have a teach- 
er who is teaching only one grade. I assume that one grade 
per teacher was one of the reasons originally advanced for 
consolidation. 


The procedure of conveying the 7th and 8th grades of 
West Corinth to the grammar school had to be discontinued 
this year. Present enrollments would make it appear that 
the 7th and 8th grades of West Corinth would ‘have to re- 
main there until other school facilities are provided. 


From your enrollment table it is evident that two years 
from now the enrollment in the 7th and 8th grades will be 
62 pupils. The room at the academy has a maximum 
capacity of 40 pupils. There is no indication that your 
school enrollment will decrease in the near future. Some 
solution to the problem of too many pupils for the school 
facilities provided, must be found. 


REPAIRS 


You will note an overdraft of $157.86 in the repair ac- 
count. There are several factors involved in this overdraft. 
At the beginning of school in September we were faced with 
a seating situation over which we had no control. We had 15 
pupils in one room who were either sitting double in single 
seats or who were sitting in desks which were too small for 
them. 


Tables and chairs were purchased to temporarily alleviate 
this condition. We were unable to provide shelves or com- 
partments for the pupils books. These should be built in 
under the windows along the wall. It was necessary to re- 
pair the floor of the West Room at the village school. This 
operation revealed that the sill on two sides of the building 
had rotted. These sills had to be replaced. The village 
school building was repainted and the windows repaired. 
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Dinner box shelves were furnished to all schools except the 
grammar school. This was in accordance with recommenda- 
tions of the State Department of Education. Some work 
was done on the windows of the Beans Mill School. 

There are several items which will demand attention dur- 
ing the next year. Shingling of the West Corinth School 
can no longer be delayed. The stove needs major repairs 
or replacement. Sinks should be provided at the Beans Mill. 
and Village Schools. More chairs are needed in all the 
rooms at the village schools. A filing cabinet should be pro- 
vided for each room. At least 5 additional desks should be 
provided for Mrs. Whitney’s room at the village school. The 
primary school, the Beans Mills School and the West Corinth 
School, all need painting. The window sills at the Beans 
Mills School, are entirely lacking paint on the outside and 
are all exposed to the weather. These conditions will even- 
tually mean a major repair job if the wood is not preserved. 
Storm windows should be provided for alli the iW igcaws ot 
all the buildings. 


PHYSICAL PLANT 


In reporting on the physical plant of your schools, I wish 
first of all to invite all citizens and particularly parents, to 
visit the schools and become acquainted at first hand with 
the school facilities and the conditions under which your 
schools are operating. 

The first problem of either parents or educators with 
which we are primarily concerned is that of physical and 
mental health of our children. Your children, without physi- 
cal and mental health will be unable to fill their obligations 
to society. 

At the beginning of school in September, there were 45 
pupils in one room. These 45 pupils were furnished with 5 
gallons of water to last them throughout the day. This 
meant that each pupil had less than one pint of water with 
which to satisfy their thirst and to use for washing pur-

poses during the day. Realize that we are teaching health 
in our schools and are supposed to practice it as much as 
possible. 

A visit to almost any of our schools on almost any day 
would reveal the urine stench which our children and teach- 
ers must endure practically every day. We as adults would 
not tolerate this odor in our homes one day, but we require 
our children to endure it every school day. Remember that 
the law requires our children to attend the schools which 
the community provides. A cloak room or some other ar- 
rangement for hanging clothes is necessary at the Village 
and Beans Mills Schools. At the present time the outer 
clothes of 85 pupils at the village school are practically hung 
outdoors. These clothes are knocked down and walked on 
in spite of all efforts by the teachers. I believe that the 
waste of clothes is far in excess of the cost of a cloak room. 
This does not consider the health and comfort of the pupils 
when it is necessary to put on cold clothes. 

I do not consider it necessary to say anything about over- 
crowdedness. This problem has been with you for several 
years, and you are all aware of it I am sure. If there are 
any citizens who are not aware of our problem in this re- 
spect, one visit to any of our schools will acquaint them 
with this problem. 

There has been a lighting survey made of all the schools 
by a competent lighting specialist, employed by the Bangor 
Hydro-Electric Company. The Bangor Hydro-Electric Com- 
pany does not sell the type of fixtures which he recommends. 
The adoption of the plan as recommended would probably 
result in reduced electrical consumption. 


At present we are supplying from 2 to 6 foot-candles of 
light in the rooms. The National Education Association 
recommends at least 30 foot-candles in the ordinary school 
room. The estimated cost of adequately lighting the rooms 
ranges from $240 to $360 per room. Under present condi- 
tions, we probably are causing many pupils to wear glasses. 
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There has been much discussion about the size of a school 
playground. The general recommendation is that a mini- 
mum of 5 acres be provided plus 1 acre for each 100 pupils 
of ultimate enrollment. The present lot at the village school 
is probably less than 2 acres. Deduct from this the area 
which is not usable because of water conditions, and it is 
quite apparent that the present school lot is very inadequate. 


CONCLUSION 


I have attempted in this report to present the condition 
of your schools. I am sure that you all realize that Corinth 
has a school problem to solve. I wish also to call your atten- 
tion to a further possible complication in housing which 
may come about as a result of federal construction in this 
area. It is possible that an appreciable number of children 
of school age might be injected into your community. The 
school residence of a pupil begins when he is domiciled in 
your town. Your school facilities are of course inadequate 
at the present time without any increase. 

This school problem is one which the town of Corinth has 
been faced for some time. It is within the power and ability 
of the town to solve the problem and meet its educational 
obligations. This will be done however, only when the town 
makes up its mind that it is necessary and desires to do so. 
It is the superintendent’s responsibility to present the prob- 
lem to the town. The solution of all school problems of this 
nature must rest with the voters. The school committee is 
cognizant of the problem as it exists. Until the voters wish 
to solve the problem however, they must work with what 
they have. Only by the united effort, study and cooperation 
on the part of all citizens will a solution to the problem be 
found.

BUDGET EXPLANATION 


This budget is presented with the following considera- 
tions: 


1. Conditions in September, the beginning of school, will 
probably be very much changed from those existing at pres- 
ent. This budget is compiled with present conditions in 
mind. 


2 The item of sick leave is the amount necessary to put 
into effect the sick leave policy adopted by the school de- 
partment. This policy provides for the remuneration at half 


pay, for a period of two weeks, for a teacher incapacitated 


by sickness or death in the immediate family. 


9 


8 Instruction contains an amount to provide for a 
$50.00 increase in salary for each teacher. This item may 
not be sufficient for this purpose. This does not provide for 
any increase in the teaching staff. I would recommend that 
an additional teacher be employed and a room be provided 
for such expansion. 


4. No money is set aside for expansion which might be 
necessary due to increased enrollment. 


5. No sum is included in this budget for a school build- 
ing fund. I consider that to be an item for town business. 
I would recommend however that at least $5,000.00 be added 
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to your school building fund and that the selectmen be au- 
thorized to expend this fund, if in their judgment the ex- 
pansion of school facilities is necessary. 


6. The amount of insurance on your school buildings 
should be given careful consideration. The amount recom- 
mended for this appropriation will simply renew present 
policies at their present value. I believe that there is no 
insurance on the contents of the buildings and it would ap- 
pear that the total on the buildings is inadequate. 


7. The repair appropriation should be made with the 
consideration of any plans the town may make for addi- 
tional or new school facilities. The regular repair program 
in its present form is both a repair and a construction pro- 
gram. The construction phase is the addition of necessary 
facilities which have never been provided in the present 
buildings. The appropriation asked will only start this pro- 
gram of modernization of present buildings. 


8. The health program has been sadly neglected, sadly 
because it should be the most important phase of our edu- 
cational program. I recommend that a program whereby 
each pupil would be examined every third year. This would 
necessitate the examination of grades one, four and seven 
each year. I believe that this could be accomplished with 
the appropriation asked for.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The following is a report of the principal of East Corinth 
Academy for the school year, 1950-51. 


East Corinth Academy opened September 11 with a 
schedule of a fifteen week term in the fall followed by three 
seven-week periods with a week of vacation between each 
period. : 


The teaching staff is as follows: Vernon L. Bolster, Colby 
College, principal and teacher of mathematics and physical 
sciences; Mrs. Edith H. Bolster, Colby College, English, 
French, and Latin; Miss Harriet K. Ham, Farmington, 
Vocational Home Economics; Lester A. Felt, University of 
Maine, Vocational Agriculture; and George E. Ulman, 
Springfield College, social studies, physical education. 


The enrollment of the Academy on September 11 was 78 
students, 39 boys and 39 girls. Since then 2 boys and 1 
girl entered while 2 boys and 2 girls have withdrawn from 
school. One boy and one girl have transferred.

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East Corinth Academy offers four courses, namely: Agri- 
culture, College Preparatory, English, and Home Economics. 
All of the above courses are approved by the State Depart- . 
ment of Education for a Class A Academy. 
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Sixteen units of credit are required for graduation. Four 
years of English and one of American History are required 
of all students. Four subjects a year for four years should 
take care of graduation and eligibility requirements. Ex- 
ceptional students may carry five subjects. 


The laboratory is equipped with bottled gas and sufficient 
apparatus for about sixty experiments in physics and 
chemistry. 


The main room has a library table and chairs near the 
book shelves which are enclosed with glass doors so that the 
books are clean and attractive. A number of excellent books 
of fiction were added to the library last year making a total 
of more than one thousand volumes. The selection of read- 
ings for speaking contests has been increased so that the 
library is generally sufficient although students make use 
of the town library for additional books. 


Each year a sum of seventy-five dollars is spent for books 
for the library and a like amount for the laboratory. This 


amount is recommended by the State Department of Edu- 
cation. 


The majority of the textbooks in use are either new or 
jess than six years old. A course in general mathematics is 
being offered this year to nineteen students with all new 
textbooks. 


Educational pictures are used to supplement the text- 
books. The supply of available films for agriculture, home 
economics, and science is greater each year. Before the 
hunting season two films were shown on safety and the 
proper use of firearms. The academy has a 16mm sound 
projector as well as a film strip projector. Recordings are © 
used in connection with the English classes. Emphasis is 
placed on all forms of audio-visual materials. 


The academy is a member of the Central Maine League 
which sponsors basketball for the girls and boys, baseball, 
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softball, spelling, public speaking, and a one-act play con- 
test. In addition to these activities the academy has a senior 
play, junior play, junior prize speaking, and the Worthen 
Speaking Contest. 


The gymnasium is available to both the academy and 
grammar school students. Mr. Page, in addition to his jani- 
tor’s job, helps supervise play in the gymnasium during 
recesses and noon hours. He also coaches the grammar 
school boys in athletics. Miss Hildred Tate of the junior 
class has been coaching the grammar school girls. Miss 
Anne Chesley has been the coach of basketball for the acad- 
emy girls. Mr. George Ulman has assisted in supervising 
the gymnasium in addition to coaching. 


_ The support of athletics by the town citizens through 
direct financial assistance, attendance at games and maga- 
zine campaigns has been gratifying. In spite of increased 
costs for equipment and referees we have managed to re- 
duce the annual deficit in athletics to a minimum that can be 
made up otherwise. We hope to continue athletics on a 
standard which calls for safe transportation and safety 
devices wherever possible. 
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REPORT OF TEACHER OF VOCATIONAL 
AGRICULTURE 


Thirty-two boys enrolled in the Agricultural Course this 
year. These boys are nearly 100% farm boys. This is a 
most favorable situation and should make for a strong de- 
partment. There are 13 Freshman Agricultural students, 
6 Sophomores, and 13 in classes III annd IV which are 
combined. The course of study for class-room instruction 
and farm mechanics remains essentially the same as in pre- 
vious years. However, we did include this year a few days 
instruction in Honey Bee and Rabbit Production for the 
boys in Agriculture I. A recent survey indicates that there 
are about 25 rabbit producers in this area at the present 
time. Interest in rabbits is increasing rapidly in Maine, the 
outlook is very encouraging, and if meats are rationed in 
the near future, the domestic “bunny” may become quite 
fashionable. 


Our F.F.A. program is functioning with a program of 
work under way. The officers are:

For the third consecutive year our department was recog- 
nized as a teacher-training center. Three senior boys in the 
College of Agriculture at the University of Maine taught 
the Agricultural classes for a period of five weeks. They 
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were Charles W. Buck from Norway, William H. Annis 
from Simonton’s Corner, and Hoyt C. Sweet from Hulls 
Cove. These young men are all farm boys of high type. It 
was a pleasure to work with them. 


The Vocational Agriculture Department is sponsoring the 
“Institutional On Farm Training Program” again this year. 
Our present enrollment amounts to 30 veterans. These men 
are getting 200 hours of systematic class-room instruction 
in agriculture per year. In addition, they receive from 50 
to 100 hours instruction on their individual farms by their 
instructors. Your local teacher of Agriculture supervises 
the program and two University of Maine men, Herman 
Lamoreau and William Annis, serve as instructors at the 
present time. Our Farm Mechanics program is under the 
supervision of Everett Higgins again this year. It is esti- 
mated that this program has served between 150 and 200 
veterans on farms since the course was organized. 


The Department has made some interesting surveys dur- 
ing the past few years in order to gain a better understand- 
ing of farming conditions in the area. Through the help of 
the regular day classes, evening classes, and teacher-trainees, 
we have conducted the following surveys: , 


1. Rural Electrification—to determine how extensively 
electricity is used on the farms and in farm homes in 
the area.

Sheep Numbers Survey—to determine the sheep popu- 
lation in the area.

Swine Numbers Survey—to determine the swine popu- 
lation in the area. 


4. Rabbit Numbers Survey—to determine the rabbit (do- 
mestic) population in the area. 


Farm Woodlot Survey—to determine the amount of or- 
ganized woodlot improvement on farms in the area.

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6. Farm Organizations and Farm Periodicals—to deter- 
mine the leading farm organizations represented by 
farmers in the area and to determine farm magazines 
most extensively read by farmers in the area. 


Am pleased to report that we have a new heating system 
for the farm shop. This is a real improvement and should 
add much to the winter program in farm mechanics. We 
still need curtains for our class room in order to show films 
as part of our visual aids program. Next year should show 
a record enrollment in this department as we shall lose but 
three boys through graduation and there’s every indication 
of a large entering class next fall. Our present class room 
will accommodate 16 boys. It’s very possible that we shall 
have from 20 to 25 Freshman boys registering for Agricul- 
ture next fall. 


The present war situation is having a definite influence 
on the boys in school. It is rather difficult to plan good 
long time farming programs when the boys realize that they 
may be called into the service upon or before graduation. 


Again I wish to thank the citizens of Corinth and other 
towns within my patronage area for the support given me 
and the department in carrying out a program of education 
in Agriculture. May this year find more peace in the world 
—and may the American farmer find himself in a position 
that is both satisfying and profitable.

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REPORT OF TEACHER OF VOCATIONAL 
HOME ECONOMICS 


The following course of study is being followed as out- 
lined by the State Department: 


Home Economics I 
The Science of Daily Living 
Orientation to School Life 
Personal Appearance and Grooming 
Nutrition for Health 
Child Care and Guidance 
Living with Yourself and Others 
Vocational Opportunities 
You and Your Spending Money 
Home Mechanics 
Science Applied to the Home 


Home Economics II 
Home Nursing and First-Aid 
Foods and Nutrition 
Clothing 


Home Economics III and IV 
Management and Business of the Home 
Advanced Child Care and Development 
Family Relationships 


The Freshman course is a general introduction to the 
Home Economics course. Audio-visual materials such as 
demonstrations, models, charts, etc., are used in connection 
with discussions and pupil activity. 


In the Sophomore class six weeks was spent on Home 
Nursing. Twelve weeks was devoted to Nutrition and Foods. 
Foods work consisted of the study and preparation of break- 
fast and luncheon dishes. The remaining twelve weeks will 
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be spent on clothing including selection of sewing equip- 
ment, care and use of sewing machines, introduction to pat- 
terns and their use. Clothing projects will be choices of 
blouses, skirts, pajamas, dresses, and similar articles. 


In Home Economics III and IV some time has been 
spent on Consumer Education. This will be followed later 
by the place of Management in every day living, sharing 
family responsibilities, time, energy, and housekeeping 
management as well as management of home in relation to 
community service. 


The purpose of the Child Care course has been to de- 
velop some knowledge of the physical, social, and emotional 
needs of children and to meet the immediate needs of stu- 
dents in caring for children. 


Some of the objectives in Family Relationships are to 
help students understand the relationship between person- 
ality and social living and to aid them in evaluating their 
own personalities and discovering their individual needs for 
improvement. 


Individual problems and interests thus far have included 
knitting projects such as mittens, stockings, scarves, 
beanies, sweaters and crocheted articles. 


The program during the Junior and Senior years alter- 
nates. 


Two Home Projects are required in Home Economics II, 
III and IV. Projects so far have been planning and pre- 
paring meals, preparing new recipes and school lunches, 
taking care of one’s own room, planning and drawing house 
plan with furnishings, study of Child Care, crocheted sets 
for vanities, pillow slips, pajamas, skirts, knitted mittens 
and beanies. 


Several books have been added to the library, a few cook- 
ing utensils, sink and stove mats, dish cloths and desk 
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cloths, clothes rack, stepladder, sewing equipment, folding 
screen and fold-away bed for Home Nursing. 


Several field trips are being planned for this spring. - 


Thirty-four have been enrolled in the Home Economics 
Course. 


The aim of the course is to learn to live better lives today 
in order that our lives and those of our families may be bet- 
ter tomorrow. 


We welcome all parents and friends to the department.

DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


In view of the present world crisis and revival of Civil 
Defense, your Public Health Nurse plans to emphasize pro- 
tection of health and promote home and community pre- 
paredness through a Local Health Council during the coming 
year. | 


Home visits have been made to expectant mothers, infants, 
and preschool children to assist with health problems and to 
teach healthful living. The same has been done for com- 
municable disease patients and crippled children. 


With the help of the Local Health Council three Child 
Health Conferences were held. Seventy-five children attended 
these conferences. Thirty-two children were immunized 
against diphtheria, twenty-seven against whooping cough, 


thirty-two against tetanus and fourteen were vaccinated | 


against smallpox. Children found having physical defects 
were referred to their family physicians. 


Clinics for Pediatric, Crippled Children, Cardiac, and 
Mental Hygiene services are made available by the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare to children referred by their 
physcian for these services. These clinics are held at the 
Eastern Maine General Hospital in Bangor. 


Visits have been made to aid the teachers with health 
problems and home visits have been made whenever they 
were requested. The audiometer, a machine to test hearing, 
was used in the schools in November. Sixteen children were 
found to have hearing defects.

An immunization clinic was held in January. Thirty-five 
children were immunized against diphtheria, forty-four 
were immunized against tetanus and nineteen were vacci- 
nated against smallpox. 


Your nurse wishes to thank all the members of the com- 
munity who have aided. in the Public Health Nursing pro- 
gram during the past year.

To Frank T. Brooks, a Constable in the Town of Corinth, in 
the County of Penobscot: GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re-

SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


Your local Corinthian Organization is very much in- 
terested in solving what appears to be the major problem 
of your schools today, that of organizing a hot lunch pro- 
gram for the one hundred and seventy-five children who 
regularly bring cold dinners. 


Their committee has made a rather extensive investi- 
gation of what is being done in other schools, and will be 
ready to make specific recommendations at your annual 


ol 


town meeting. The new subsidy law does not permit the 
state to subsidize capital outlay, and the program will 
have to be sponsored entirely by the community. 


The problems outlined by Mr. Dekin have been met and 
solved. The superintendent’s duty is to present problems 
to the town. The solution of all school problems of this 
nature must rest with the voters. 


NEW SUBSIDY LAW. 


The last legislature repealed the subsidy laws relating 
to high school tuition, school enrollment, closed schools, 
teaching positions, and equalization of . educational op- 
portunities. The new method for distributing state aid for 
education to municipalities is no longer based on local 
school tax rates. Towns are divided into nine classes, de- 
pending on the amount of state valuation per resident 
pupil, the towns having the most valuation per youngster 
being in class 9, and those with the least being in class 1. - 
Corinth is in class 2 and will be reimbursed to the extent 
of 55% of total operational expenditures. 


Total operational expenditures are determined by 
adding the expense for Elementary Schools, Secondary 
Schools, Apparatus and Flags, Equipment (to be defined 
and segregated for subsequent years), Insurance, Super- 
vision, (Supt. Salary, School Committee, Truant Officer), 
Medical Inspection, Vocational Education, School Lunch 
Appropriation (expended), and by subtracting School 
Maintenance Miscellaneous Receipts. The difference is the 
net educational operational expenditure on which the state 
will base its subsidy.

BUDGET EXPLANATION 


The budget calls for an appropriation large enough 
to permit hiring eight teachers instead of the six allowed 
‘for in budget of last year. At this time it is not certain 
that enrollment will warrant employing eight teachers, 
but that eventuality should be considered. This budget 
will permit an equitable adjustment in teacher salaries to 
conform with state averages. 


The amount of insurance on your new building at the 
present time totals $35,000.00. The appropriation re- 
quested will take care of the overdraft and pay insurance 
premium for one year to January, 1954. If more or less 
insurance is wanted, or if longer term insurance is de- 
sired, the appropriation should be revised accordingly. 


I am fully in accord with Mr. Dekin’s views on the 
health program and would recommend an appropriation to 
enable the committee to organize an adequate program. It 
is recommended that plans be made for a medical inspec- 
tion of each child at least once every two years.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


—_——— - —- 


The following is a report of the principal of East 
Corinth Academy for the school year, 1951-52. 


East Corinth Academy opened September 10 for the 
fall term of fifteen weeks. This long term is followed by 
three seven-week periods with a week of vacation between 
periods. 


The teaching staff consists of: Vernon L. Bolster, 
Colby College, principal and teacher of mathematics and 
physical sciences; Mrs. Edith H. Bolster, Colby College, 
English, French, and Latin; Miss Harriet K. Ham, Farm- 
_ ington, Vocational Home Economics; Lester A. Felt, Uni- 
versity of Maine, Vocational Agriculture; and George E. 
Ulman, Springfield College, social studies, physical educa- 
tion. 


The enrollment. of the academy on September 10 was 
86 students, 51 boys and 35 girls. Since then 1 boy and 1 
girl entered, while 3 boys and 2 girls have withdrawn from 
the school. One boy and one girl have transferred.

East Corinth Academy offers four courses, namely: 
Agriculture, College Preparatory, English, and Home Eco- 
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nomics. All of the above courses are approved by the State 
Department of Education for a Class A Academy. 


Sixteen units of credit are required for graduation. 
Four years of English and one of American History are 
required of all students. Four subjects a year for four 
years should take care of graduation and eligibility re- 
quirements. Exceptional students may carry five subjects. 


The laboratory is equipped with bottled gas and suf- 
ficient apvaratus for about sixty experiments in physics 
and chemistry. The room is small and will not accommodate 
any larger classes than we have at present. 


The main room has a library table near the book 
shelves which are enclosed with glass doors so that the 
books are clean and attractive. The library contains over a 
thousand volumes including a recent set of encyclopedias. 
This year we have received a four volume set of Modern 
Maine History, and a new Maine Register. On alternate 
years the town library gets a new Maine Register so 
that one is always available. 


Each year a sum of seventy-five dollars is spent on 
library books and a like amount for laboratory equipment, 
according to recommendations by the State Department 
of Education. 7 


The majority of the textbooks in use are recent editions. 
Nearly every subject required some new books last fall 
to take care of the additional students enrolled. In general 
‘science 26 new books had to be purchased to provide for a 
class of over 50. Our chemistry books are in poor condition 
and need to be replaced before the course is offered again. 


Educational pictures are used to supplement the text- 
books. Several films on agriculture, home economics, science 
and safety have been shown so far this year, and a few more 
have been ordered. The English classes have made use of 
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some recordings on classic literature. All forms of audio- 
visual materials are emphasized. Some of our blackboards 
need to be resurfaced, since they are too smooth and glaring. 


The academy is a member of the Central Maine League, 
which includes Carmel, Corinna, Corinth, Hartland, Her-- 
mon, and Newport. The league sponsors basketball for the 
girls and boys, baseball, softball, spelling, public speaking, 
and a one-act play contest. The academy also has a senior 
play, junior play, junior prize speaking, and the Worthen 
speaking contest. 


The gymnasium is the scene of activity whenever the 
students are not in classes. Mr. George Ulman supervises 
the gymnasium, with the assistance of Mr. Page. The boys 
have regular basketball practice each day after school 
under Coach Ulman. Miss Ann Chesley has been coach of 
the girls’ basketball team again this year. Both of the 
academy teams have had a successful season in basketball. 
Attendance at home games has been excellent. I want to 
thank the citizens for their continued support of athletics. 
Your support has enabled us to equip our teams somewhat 
comparably to those of the other schools and to provide 
safe transportation on our trips. 


REPORT OF TEACHER OF VOCATIONAL 
AGRICULTURE 


——. -—. 


Forty-one boys enrolled in the Agricultural Course this 
year. This is the largest enrollment in the history of the 
Department and consists of nearly 100% farm boys. The 
course of study for classroom instruction and farm mechan- 
ics remains essentially the same as in previous years. 


The following officers are heading up our F.F.A. pro- 
gram of work this year:

For the fourth consecutive year our department was 
recognized as a teacher-training center. This year we had 
but one practice teacher, Wendell Beany of Hulls Cove, -a 
senior at the University of Maine and majoring in Agri- 
cultural Education. It was a real pleasure to work with 
Mr. Beany and I’m very sure that he’ll make a successful 
teacher of Agriculture. 


Our veterans “Institutional On Farm Training Pro- 
gram” functioned throughout the year with an average en- 
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rollment of 22 trainees. The course was officially closed by 
the academy trustees on December 31, 1951, bringing to an 
end a farm training program which had been running for 
five consecutive years. There were 14 veterans attending 
classes when the program closed and they were transferred 
to the Bangor unit. Instructors for the year were Herman 
Lamoreau and William Annis. It is estimated that about 
250 veterans have received organized instruction in Agri- 
culture since this prograni started in January 1947. 


The Agricultural Department conducted a farm insur- 
ance survey during the year, sponsored a Chapter Sweet- 
heart contest, ordered nearly 100 fruit trees through the 
state tree pool, and carried out their annual F.F.A. Pro- 
gram of Work. 


It would seem desirable to organize evening classes in 
Agriculture this year. The possibilities are being studied. 
If the program meets with the approval of the school offi- 
clals, we shall be able to offer evening courses in Agricul- 
ture to out of school boys, young and adult farmers. Certifi- 
cates are given at the completion of the courses. 


We, in the Agricultural Department have high hopes 
that our classroom is to be enlarged by including the room 
vacated by the grammar school pupils. We need much more 
room than we have at present. It is futile to go out recruit- 
ing new tuition students for Agriculture when we are 
crowding the students that are already enrolled. 


Both Mr. Snell, State Director of Agricultural Educa- 
tion, and Mr. Elliott, Dept. of Agricultural Education at the 
University of Maine, strongly recommend a larger room and 
new seats. They also recommend an office for the Agricul- 
tural teacher in one corner of the proposed new room. 


You'll agree that our Home Economics Department is 
one course at which we can point with considerable pride. 
It meets state specifications. We are all very happy for the 
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high place it holds in our academy curriculum. Agriculture 
has been offered at East Corinth Academy for at least 30 
years. Here is our first big opportunity to supply the space 
and physical facilities needed for a bang-up wide awake 
department. The boys and I sincerely hope the administra- 
tors do not overlook this big chance to make our depart- 
ment equal to those of neighboring schools. 


'And once more I wish to thank the citizens of this 
town and those of other towns within my patronage area 
for their support during the past year.

REPORT OF TEACHER OF VOCATIONAL 
HOME ECONOMICS 


Twenty-six girls have been enrolled in Home Eco- 
nomics this year. 


The Science of Living course offered for Freshmen as 
an introduction to Home Economics includes at least six of 
the following units as required by the State Department of 
Education: Orientation to School and Community Life, Per- 
sonal Appearance and Grooming, Nutrition for Heaith, 
Child Care and Development, Vocational Opportunities, 
' Living with Yourself and Others, You and Your Spending 
Money, Home Mechanics, and Science Applied to the Home. 


The Sophomore course includes: Home Nursing and 
First Aid, Foods and Clothing. Six weeks was spent on 
Home Nursing. Twelve weeks were devoted to Nutrition 
and Foods. Foods work consisted of the study and prepara- 
tion of breakfast and luncheon dishes. Work was done ona 
meal planning basis. The remaining twelve weeks will be 
spent on clothing including introduction to patterns, 
clothing projects and textiles. 


The Janior-Senior course alternates. This year it in- 
cludes Advanced Clothing, Home Improvement and Ad- 
vanced Foods and Nutrition. Foods work will also be done 
on a meal basis. 


New books and magazines have been added to the 
library. Several movies have been ordered. 


Field trips have included a day at Farm and Home 
week at Orono, Nissen’s Bakery, Singer Sewing Machine 
Shop, Eastern Academy of Beauty Culture and Husson’s 
Business College. 
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Other activities have been a children’s party, Fashion 
Show, Faculty dinner and Teachers’ supper. 


Forty-four home projects were completed at the close 
of the school year in June. Projects for this year are well 
under way. 


The majority of girls are taking Home Economics. The 
enrollment however is small and it would seem desirable 
that an effort should be made to interest more girls to enter 
East Corinth Academy. 


We welcome all parents and friends to the department.

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ATKINS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


As I enter my twenty-second year as lbrarian of 
Atkins Memorial Library I herewith present the twenty- 
first annual report. 


The progress has been slow in adjusting the library to 
the community needs. We are yet a long way from solving 
that problem, yet some adjustments have been made. One 
quite essential is that of meeting the needs of the young 
readers. They range from the pre-school years to and 
through the high school years. The Academy students have 
a definite reading program. To their needs special thought 
is always given. 


Now that the grades are centered in the village special 
loans will be made to any room desiring a reading pro- 
gram. This will require 20 to 30 books per room, with a 
probable exchange twice during the school year. 85 per 
cent of the borrowers are classed as juveniles during the 
entire year. Circulation drops during the summer months. 


The East Corinth Extension Group will assist in mend- 
ing books sometime in the early spring. This will put some 
not too badly worn books back into circulation. 


The Library Association will hold its annual meeting 
in May. At this time annual reports are given and officers 
are elected for the new year. All citizens are urged to at- 
tend this meeting.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR EAST CORINTH 
January 1 to December 31, 1951 


DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


“The foundation of positive health must be built in 
childhood. Everything we do to assure children a healthy 
start in life improves the chances of good health in 
maturity.” 


The health of the child is started before birth there- 
fore special attention has been given to expectant mothers. 
Visits have been. made to infants and preschool children to 
guide the parents in the health of their child. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held during the 
summer. Each child attending received a complete physical 
examination by a pediatrician. Diphtheria toxoid was given 
to forty-one children, thirty-four were inoculated against 
whooping cough and forty were given tetanus toxoid. Three 
were vaccinated against smallpox. 


Children from East Corinth have attended the Pedi- 
atric, Cardiac and Crippled Children’s clinics held in 
Bangor. The clinics are held monthly under the auspicies 
of the Department of Health and Welfare. Children are 
referred to these clinics by the family physician through 
the public health nurse. 


Visits are made to the schools and conferences held 
with the superintendent and teachers. Home visits are 
made whenever the teachers request this service. In co- 
operation with the local health officer fifty-two were im- 
munized against diphtheria, sixty-three against tetanus 
and twenty-eight vaccinated against smallpox. 
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Patients with communicable diseases are visited and 
instructions given to prevent the spread of these diseases. 


During the year an effort will be made to re-establish 
a health council. The health program continues to func- 
- tion with the assistance of the local health officer and the 
other ladies who ably assist her at child health conferences.

An audit has been completed of the books and records 
of the Town of Corinth for the year ended February 15, 
1951. The audit included an examination of the records 
kept by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Collector 
and Town Clerk. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, 
together with the related financial statements, fairly 
present the financial position of the Town at February 15, 
1951, and the result of its operations for the year -then 
ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of the various town officers were reviewed 
and the internal controls, accounting records and other 
supporting evidences were tested by methods and to the 
extent deemed appropriate under the circumstances. 

Cash accounts were verified and receipts, disburse 
ments and supporting data were examined. The records 
of excise tax receipts were checked in detail. Verifications 
were made of accounts receivable, unpaid taxes and tax 
liens. Surety bonds and insurance policies of the Town 
were listed. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $5,784.80 at February 15, 1951, 
was reconciled with the statement furnished by the New- 
port Trust’ Company. From an analysis of receipts and 
deposits it was determined that all monies for which 
receipts. had been issued were deposited in the bank. 
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All disbursements were made by check and were sup- 
ported by properly authorized warrants. 


Transactions affecting accounts receivable, taxes re- 
ceivable and tax liens were checked and found to be in 
agreement with the balances shown on the records of the 
Selectmen, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


LIABILITIES 


Insofar as could be ascertained the accounts payable 
totaled $139.55. 


Demand notes totaling $2,300.00, bearing interest at 
6%, which were issued by the Town in 1869, were still out- 
standing. These notes represent the assets of the Min- 
isterial and School Fund, the proceeds of which were used 
by the Town. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


From the examination of the records of appropriations, 
revenues and expenditures of the departmental accounts, 
it was determined that the unexpended balances carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year totaled $5,573.79. 


The general fund unappropriated surplus was de- 
creased by $1,021.32 during the year and totaled $4,554.84 
at the year end. The decrease is summarized as follows:

REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
disclosed that for the 1950 year expenditures exceeded 
available funds by $1,051.06, as compared with available 
funds exceeding expenditures by $1,826.10 for the pre- 
vious year or a decrease of $2,877.16. This decrease was 
accounted for as follows:

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Revenues increased $1,235.99 over the previous year 
with major differences being noted in the tax commitment 
and the State of Maine accounts. Expenditures increased 
$11,687.74 over the previous year with major differences 
being noted in protection, highways and education accounts. 
An analysis revealed that the factors contributing to these 
differences were accounted for. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation ac- 
counts. The major overdraft occurred in fire fighting equip- 
ment account. Overdrafts and unexpended balances are 
summarized as follows:

Net Overdraft $1,051.06 


The following opinion was rendered by the Depart- 
ment of Attorney General regarding overdrafts. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of 
the articles in the warrant calling the town meet- 
ing providing for the expenditure of money. 
The officers should not spend more than the tax- 
payers appropriated at town meeting, unless the 
statute expressly authorizes an expenditure in 
excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases 
of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund which is incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund reflects notes of the Town which 
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are to be retired from revenue to be raised and appropriated 
in future years. The outstanding notes at February 15, 
1951, totaled $6,110.60. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The records of the cemetery perpetual care funds ad- 
ministered by the trustees of the Corinthian Cemetery 
were examined. It appeared that all income had been prop- 
erly recorded and that expenditures were in accordance 
with the terms of the trusts. 


The record of the income received from the F. O. 
Brown Worthy Poor Fund which is administered by the 
Selectmen was examined and transactions reviewed. 


GENERAL 


The excise tax receipts were verified by examination 
of the coples of receipts which are retained with the 
Collector. The collections are summarized as follows:

It was noted that excerpts from the audit report were

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Corinth: 


Which type of government is better for your town? With 
this report we will try to help you answer that question. In this 
first year of the town manager form of government, mistakes have 
been made. Only time and experience can rectify them. Many 
changes have been made. Some you may like; others you may 
not. Out of all of these changes has come a slightly different and 
much cheaper town report. We have tried to arrange it in what 
we feel is a more clear and concise manner. Some things have 
been omitted; others have been added. We feel it will tend to 


’ give you a better understanding of the workings of your municipal 


government. 


As you look at this report, subconsciously or consciously, you 
are comparing it and its contents with those of past years. That 
is the only way to come to a final decision on what you feel is 
better for the town. We have done that, too. Therefore, these 
next few paragraphs are an attempt to help you draw your con- 
clusions by comparing this year with last. 


The first thing which the majority of citizens look for is the 
final balances on each account. Last year you had nine accounts 
overdrawn. for a grand total of $1891.33, excluding schools. This 
year no accounts are overdrawn. Overall your surplus has in- 
creased $3175.62, while last year it decreased $1784.09! On top 
of this a total of $3455.19 is being carried to next year as unex- 
pended balances rather than put in the surplus. 


The second major item is tax collection. Last year $6150.98 
was uncollected; this year $5215.17. Even though there was some 
$1200.00 more to collect than last year this figure is still far from 
perfect. A total of $3435.42 was placed under tax liens last spring.

It was, therefore, almost a certainty that those people would not 
be paying their 1952 taxes when they still had their 1951 taxes 
to pay. However, I feel the main trouble is that the town has 
been too lax with these people. Carrying tax liens year after year 
is absurd. When they expire the town should make an attempt 
to sell the property. ‘Why continue to tax it when it is known 
that no revenue will be derived from it? Personal taxes are a 
problem in that no liens can be placed. However, legal action 
can be brought, and should be, to make these people pay. A 
town must have money to operate and each citizen should pay 
his proportionate share. If one does not, another must. To help 
combat this, your selectmen have listed as town property all land, 
with liens, up to and including 1949. These will be sold at the 
first. opportunity. 


' These are the two basic items in which we felt you would be 
thost interested. There are, however, many, many more. We 
hope you can find your answers throughout other parts of this 
report. If not, the town records are open for your inspection at 
any time.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of 
Corinth:— 


I present herewith the annual report on the public schools 
of Corinth for the thirty-seven week period ending January 30, 
1953. 


Corinth teachers, working with the school committee and 
the superintendent of schools, have solved many mutual problems 
and are functioning smoothly as one administrative unit. Because 
of the size of the enrollment, it seemed advisable to employ one 
additional teacher when school opened in September. Four new 
teachers have been added to the staff. Mildred Reeves, Mary 
Gray, and Doris Campbell are graduates of Farmington State Nor- 
mal School, and Marian Allyn is a graduate of the University of 
Maine. During the summer of 1952, Doris Campbell, Ada McCard, 
Alice Whitney and Mary Gray attended the University of Maine 
summer session. Those taking special courses during the past year 
were Doris Campbell, Dorothy Marsh, and Neota Mitchell. Your 
teachers are to be commended for the excellent work they are 
doing in the classroom and for their efforts to keep themselves 
informed on the latest trends and methods in teaching.

Medical Inspection 


Last year the townspeople voted an appropriation for free 
medical inspection of school children. The school committee en- 
gaged the services of Dr. George Gray, who gave physical examina- 
tion to 134 children in the elementary grades. 37 of those exa- 
mined were found to have no reportable defects, and a majority 
of the other 97 had only minor defects, but there were several 
cases where further examination was suggested. A school health 
program, if carried on over a period of years, and if followed by 
the recommended remedial steps, can result in a major con- 
tribution to individual and community health. It is recommended 
that serious consideration be given to the continuance of this 
program. 


School Lunch Program 


The Corinthian Schcol Organization is still very much inter- 
ested in solving the major problem of your schools today, that 
of organizing a hot lunch program for the children who bring 
lunches from home. They have purchased a new electric re- 
frigerator and presented it to the school. The School Lunch 
Division of the State Department of Education has just approved 
a beginning program which will make it possible to provide pas- 
teurized milk for school children at 5c a bottle. The subsidy 
paid by the state amounts to 1%c per bottle. A contribution of 
$25.00 by the boys’ 4-H club helped to pay for the refrigerator. 
Your support of their further efforts to institute a hot lunch 
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program will be appreciated, for such a program unquestionably 
contributes materially to the health, welfare, and happiness of 


every child participating. 


Other Equipment 


In addition to the refrigerator other major items have been 
provided this year. A duplicating machine was purchased a year 
ago and has proven very helpful to all the teachers. This fall a 
new movie projector, half the cost of which was paid for by the 
school children, was purchased for the use of all grades. The 
many free films available make it possible to enrich the academic 
program and to develop greater interest in school work. 


Conclusion 


In Corinth physical facilities and the teaching personnel make 
it possible to offer the youth of this community a modern and up 
to date educational program. The progress evidenced during the 
past year indicates that your children are profiting materially 
from the advantages you have made available to them. 


I wish to thank the school committee, teachers, town officials, 
and townspeople for the friendly cooperation which contributes 
so much to a successful school program.

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ACADEMY REPORT) 


The following is a report of the principal of East Corinth 
Academy for the school year, 1952-53. 


East Corinth Academy opened September 8 for the fall term 
of fifteen weeks. The winter vacation is planned for the week of 
February 22 to coincide with the M & S State Basketball Tourna- 
ment in Bangor, while the spring vacation begins April 12. 


The teaching staff consists of: Vernon L. Bolster, Colby Col- 
lege, principal and teacher of mathematics and physical sciences; 
Mrs. Edith H. Bolster, Colby College, English, French, and Latin; 
Mrs. Jessie L. Oak, University of Maine, Vocational Home Eco- 
nomics; Lester A. Felt, University of Maine, Vocational Agricul- 
ture; and William C. Rochon, University of Maine, social studies 
and physical education. 


The enrollment of the Academy on September 8 was 91 stu- 
dents, 56 boys and 35 girls. Since then 4 boys and 2 girls entered, 
while 4 boys and 3 girls have withdrawn from the school. 


The enrollment of the school is divided as follows:

Since the enrollment in September was larger than the main 
room would accommodate, an extra home room was arranged in 
the English room to take care of the senior class. Twenty addi- 
tional armchairs were purchased, and the English room was re- 
decorated in light blue. The room formerly used by grades seven 
and eight is now the history room. The walls were repaired during 
the summer and finished in light green. With sufficient large 
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armchairs this room accommodates part of our large classes and 
solves the problem caused by increased enrollment. The agricul- 
{ural room was also made larger by moving one partition about 
ten feet back into the corridor, and was decorated in yellow. 
Twenty-five new chairs were purchased for this room. 


The laboratory is equipped with bottled gas and sufficient 
apparatus for about sixty experiments in physics and chemistry. 
During the past year new glass doors were installed in the labora- 
tory so that a cleaner and safer place is available for storing 
chemicals and other apparatus. 


The library shelves are in the main room, and at present the 
library has over a thousand volumes. A new set of Collier’s 
Encyclopedia was added this year. Each year a sum of seventy-five 
dollars is spent on library books and a similar amount for labora- 
tory equipment, according to recommendations by the State 
Department of Education. 


The gymnasium is in use whenever the students are not in 
classes. Mr. William Rochon supervises the gymnasium with the 
assistance of Mr. Page and Mrs. Oak. The boys’ varsity and junior 
varsity practice regularly after school with Mr. Rochon. The girls’ 
team practices at night with Mrs. Ann Wiggin as coach. Games 
are played on Friday evening as much as possible, although it is 
necessary to play other nights to complete the schedule. Attend- 
ance at home games has been very good. May I take this oppor- 
tunity to express my appreciation and thanks to the citizens for 
their continued support of athletics and other activities.

Regular meetings are held the third Tuesday of each month. 
The dues are $2.00 to join and $.50 a year thereafter. 


A record of all fires are kept including the amount of dam- 
age, equipment used, and the number of men and hours for each 
fire. 


These records are open to any interested individual. 
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ATKINS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


To the Citizens of the Town of Corinth: 


The circulation has increased 680 books over the yearly 
average circulation. Due to the reading programs in the grades 
and the Academy more books are needed each year. Regular 
visits to the library are made by the grades accompanied by their 
respective teachers. Units of books are placed in the five lower 
grades from time to time. These girls and boys are forming good 
reading habits which will be of inestimable value to them in the 
future. 


The 1951 Current Biography year book has been purchased 
and a subscription to the monthly Current Biography. This is a 
publication of Who, What, When, Where, and Why of living 
- persons. 


Two gifts of books, fiction and non-fiction, from Mr. and Mrs. 
Earl Duran of Hartford, Conn., are much appreciated. The 4-H 
Club contributed “The Wee Wisdom” and a friend “The Open 
Road.” 


The East Corinth Extension Unit’s service to the community 
was the repair of 384 books and cleaning of the library. This 
project will be continued in 1953. 

The annual meeting of the Atkins Memorial Library Associ- 
ation will be held the second Monday in May. All citizens are 
welcome and urged to attend.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


Health and happiness are the greatest assets in life. The 
heaith program carried on in Corinth is aimed to give health and 
happiness to each irtdividual in the community. 


During the past year your public health nurse has made home 
visits to expectant mothers, and also to the new infants. Health 
supervision visits have been made to the preschool child, to the 
crippled child, and to school age children when the teachers have 
. requested home visits. Communicable disease follow-ups have 
been done, and contacts of active cases of tuberculosis skin tested 
at the request of the family physician. 


Children from Corinth have attended the Pediatric, Cardiac, 
and Crippled Children’s Clinics in Bangor. These clinics are held 
monthly under the auspices of the Department of Health and 
Welfare. 


Visits have been made to the school for consultation with the 
teachers to discuss the health program and the problems of the 
children. Home visits have been made whenever the teacher has 
requested this service. During the Fall term inoculations against 
ciphtheria and tetanus were given to seventy-one children, and 
twenty-eight were vaccinated against smallpox. Audiometer test- 
ing was done in all the schools and six children were found 
defective. The parents of these children were notified so that 
they could have the ears of the children examined by a physician. 


In conjunction with the local health officer, three Child Health 
Conferences were held during the summer. A total of seventy- 
eight children attended the three conferences, and thirty-three 
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were immunized against whooping cough, diphtheria, and tetanus. 
Nine were vaccinated against smallpox. 


The health program of Corinth would be more far reaching 
and strengthened by the re-organization of a health council. Dur- 
ing the coming year your public health nurse hopes to see this 
accomplished.

Insofar as could be ascertained within 
the scope of the examination, the financial transactions of the 
Town appear to have been appropriately handled, with such excep- 
tion as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present the 
result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CORINTH 


FEBRUARY 16, 1951 TO FEBRUARY 15, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Corinth has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 15, 
1952. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and 
Tax Collector. 


The examination revealed that contributions in the amount 
of $46,000.00 were received from Frank P. and Abner Morison, of 
which $40,000.00 was available for building construction and 
$6,000.00 for equipment purchases. The balance of $22,505.23 
available for the project was derived from a note issue of 
$10,000.00; from Town appropriation and transfers totaling $11,- 
800; and miscellaneous receipts of $705.23. Expenditures totaled 
$67,351.21 for the year. . 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of revenue and expenditures. The result of 
the year’s operations showed that expenditures exceeded available 
funds by $1,557.23 and is summarized as follows: 


Overdraft $ 1980.17 
Unexpended Balances 422.94 
Net Overdrafts $ 1557.23 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, more 
particularly in the Miscellaneous, Aid to Dependent Children and 
School Lot accounts, totaling $395.08, $372.66 and $312.75 respec- 
tively. The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
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overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


From the examination of the records of the Town Clerk, it 
was determined that the transfer of $3,800.00 from excise tax 
receipts, $2,000.00 to Town Officers’ Salaries and $1,800.00 to the 
Miscellaneous account, were authorized at the annual town meet- 
ing. Authorization for a loan of $10,000.00 was granted at a 
Special Town Meeting held on October 15, 1951, the proceeds to be 
used to complete the construction of the new school. 


Authority granted at a Special Town Meeting on November 
21, 1951, to borrow $1,800.00 for the purchase of a schoolhouse 
lot was not utilized. However, the purchase was made and the 
greater portion of the purchase price was financed by transfers of 


- $611.96 and $875.29 from Excise Tax and Overlay accounts respec- 


tively. Such transfers were authorized by the Selectmen. 


A comparative statement of revenue and expenditures dis- 
closed that for the 1951 year revenues, not including new School 
Building transactions, increased $8,737.71 and expenditures, not 
including school building, were $854.14 greater than those of the 
previous year. Following is a summary of the differences as com- 
pared with revenue and expenditures of the preceding year.

The unappropriated surplus of $4,554.84 at the beginning of 
the municipal year decreased to $2,994.60 at the year end. This 
decrease was attributable to the excess of expenditures over avail- 
able funds of $1,557.23 and a tax adjustment of $3.01. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were check to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. Revenues and ex- 
penditures were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Letters of verification were utilized. to determine the 
correctness of accounts receivable, tax and tax lien accounts; 
also, insurance and bond coverages were examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were follow- 
ed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 15, 1952, and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.
